CURIOSITIES OF THE BRITISH 
PATENT OFFICE. 


Device For Combining a Gun ana a 
Pointer For Hunters—An Artificial 
Moon—Circumventing Insect Rob- 
bery—Plan to Oust the Enginesr— 
A Catapult For Travelers—Earth- 
quakes Set at Naught. 


Sir Cornelius Dalton recently re- 
tired from the Comptrollership of the 
British Patent Office, and in the 
course of an interesting review of 
that useful public servant’s regine, 
recalls some curious instances of 
“cranks”? with whom he has beeu 
ealled upon to deal. 

Thus there was a man who present: 


ed an elaborate specification — for 
combining animal — instinet — with 
human precision in the realm= ot 
sport. The patentee elaborated a 


plan whereby “direct communication, 
by chain, cord, or other device, 
should be established between — tue 
tail of a pointer and the trigger of the 
sportsman’s gun, 

By intuition the dog would know 
when the bird was about to rise, and 


by moving his tail would fire the 
gun. The sportsman had only to 
see that his aim was accurate; the 


dog and the bird would do the rest. 

A orural gentleman, of marked 
economical habits, having observed 
the gorgeous reflection of the setting 
sun in the village windows, saw no 
reason why every hamlet should not 


boast its own artificial moon. By the 
expenditure of much mathematical 
skill he demonstrated that by sus- 


pending a huge reflector from a*bal- 
Joon at high altitude it was possible 


to reflect the reys of the sun after 
daylight had died away. An unap- 
preciative publie declined to avail 


itself of this astounding discovery, 
even after a patent had been grant- 
ed.

REMARKABLE REMOVALS. 
Church Removed by Traction Engine 


—Shipipng a House by Water. 


Something of a sensation was caus- 
ed the other week at Leigh-on-Sea, 
England, by the removal of a church 
from one site to another by means of 
a traction engine. The transportation 
occupied several days, and the streets 
were completely blocked during the 
transit. t 

Removals of this nature are ex- 
tremely rare, and there are some uni- 
que instances which are worth re- 
cording. A novel ‘flitting’? wis wit- 
nessed in Glasgow in 1899, when the 
St. Bride’s Episcopal Church was re- 
moved from Baconsfield road to a 
seat in Hyndland road. The task was 
accomplished under extreme difficul- 
ties, us the route had a steep grad- 
ient, and the church weighed about 
sixty tons, affording seating accom- 
modation for a hundred people, The 
building was raised by ‘jacks’? and 
pulled #long soaped planks until it 
reached the roadway, where four mas- 
sive wheels were attached, and it was 
dragged to its new position by three 
traction engines. 

Another remarkable 
removing wes to be seen last suim- 
mer near Dalhousie, New Bruns- 
wick, when a large frame structure 
was shifted more than two miles by 
water, [t was first taken 1,000 yards 
to the shore, and then removed by 
means of lighters. It was said to be 
a curious sight to witness a two-storey 
building, 35 feet by 59 feet in size, 
being towed into port by a gasoline 
launch 

Another ease of this kind is that of 
a hydro which the doctors had order- 
ed to be removed to a more healthy 
spot. Although it was a large build- 
ing, With twemy rooms, it) was put 
on rollers, and teken in this way to 
the edge of the bay, and then plaeed 
on large barges, and towed over the 
water a distance of ten miles.

‘A HISTORIC WRANGLE 


| 
RIOTS ENDING 
PARLIAMENT BUILDINGS, 


Recent Conflicts In the House at Ot- 
tawa Pale Into Insignificance Be- 
side the Trouble In Montreal Over 
Rebellion Losses Bill—Same Day 
Marked the Setting Up of Van- 
couver as a Crown Colony. 


It has just turned sixty years since 
riots, stirred up by the Rebellion 
Losses Hill, resulted in the destruc- 
tion by fire of the Parliament Build- 
ings of United Canada at Montreal, 
when the commercial metropolis lost 
for all time its status as the political 
capital of the country, 
little more than half a century that 
has flown since that memorable but 
equally discreditable occurrence, the 
narrow union has expanded into 4 
broad federation, and the shores of 
the Pacific and the Arctic Ocean, 4s 
well as those of the Atlantic, have 
become parts of the boundaries of the 
Dominion of Canada, Nor has our 
expansion been wholly material. 
Something of a national spirit has 
been developed, a better understand. 
ing has been reached between the 
different races composing our popula- 
tion, a broader outlook is enjoyed 
both as regard affairs at home , and 
abroad, and a more correct apprecia- 
tion prevails respecting the future of 
the Empire and the rights and duties 
of its widely-scattered members,  Al- 
though the party spirit still dominates 
our public life and is still carried to 
an extreme not always conducive to 
the best interests of the country, still 
in comparison with the spirit that 
prevailed sixty years ago, it is mild 
and reasonable. 

The country was surprised and no 
doubt pained at the wordy warfare 
waged in the House of Commons the 
other day by two opposing leaders, 
but when compared with the conflicts 
that resounded through the chamber 
of the Assembly just prior to the riov 
of April 25th, 1849, that scene cd 
wrangling was mild indeed, 

An evidence of this is found in thy 
report of the debate on the secor,! 
reading of the Rebellion Losses Bil, 
proposing to indemnify the sufferers 
in Lower Canada in much the save 
way that sufferers in Upper Canaila 
had been indemnified a 
years before, a movement inaugurated 
by the Tory Government, of which 
Mr. Dreper, afterwards Chief Jusvice 
of the Upper Province, was the head, 
The Lower Canada bill had been in- 
troduced by the Baldwin-Lafontaine 
Government, and it was supported 
pretty generally by the whole Reform 
Party. Opposition to it was led by 
Sir Allan MaeNab, and he and Soli- 
citor-General Blake during that de- 
bate almost enme to blows, and had 
to be taken in. charge by the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. 

The dill was passed, Lord ilgin 
geve it roynl assent, and the mob 
burned the Houses of Parliament and 
stoned the Governor-General. In_act- 
ing es he did Lord Elgin applied_for 
the first time in its entirety in Can- 
ada the principle of responsible Gov- 
ernment. He may have disliked the 
Rebeliion Losses Bill, and probably 
some features of it he heartily dis- 
epproved of. but it had been  intro- 
duced by his Ministers and sanetion- 
ed by a mitiority of the representa- 
tives of the people in Parliament aa- 
sembled, ‘She Ministers were re- 
sponsible for it, and as a constitu- 
tional goverror only one course wrs 
open to him—to assent to the bill 
end give operation to the will of 
Parliament. Thet the mob vented a 
portion of their rage upon him showed 
how impericetly understood was the 
principle of responsible Government 
for which the people had clamored 
for so many years, and which had 
oply recently been secured, 

The work of the mob that night six- 
ty years ago gave Canadian public 
life a bad name which it took a long

Sir Donald Currie Was Among Bri- 
tain’s Self-Made Men. | 
| 


One of the most notable figures in | 
the world of shipping is removed by 
thé death a few days ago in England, 
in his eighty-fourth year, of Sir Don- | 
ald Currie, head of Messrs. Donald 
deed & Co., and of the Union Castle 
uine, 

Sir Donald was the third son of Mr. 
James Currie, of Belfast, a small 
tradesman (it has been said that he 
was a barber), who lived for many 
years in Greenock, Young Donald 
received his somewhat scanty educa- 
tion at Belfast, his schoolmaster be- 
ing Mr, Bryce, father of the British 
Ambassador at Washington. 

The most memorable feature in Sir | 
Donald’s private life was his friend- 
ship with Mr. Gladstone, The states- 
man’s first trip with his friend was 
in the Dublin Castle. As was usual 
with him, he combined business with | 
pleasure, and in the course of it made 
his historic speech in favor of the 
assimilation of the borough and 
county franchise. In 1880 Mr. Glad- 
stone’s health having broken down | 
after his tremendous labors in the 
first session of the new Perrliament, 
he circumnevigeted Great Britain in 
the Grantully Castle. 


Three years later a memorable 
voyege wes made in the Pembroke 
Castle. ‘Tennyson was also a guest, 


and it was during the passage to Nor- 
way that ire wes prevailed upon. to | 
accept a peerage, A remarkable 
party was held on board the vessel at | 
Copenhegen. It ineluded, besides | 
Mr. and Mrs, Gladstone, the poet and | 
their host, the Princess of Wales, the | 
King end Queen of Denmark, the | 
Kmperor of Russia, the King and | 
Queen of Greece, and twenty-nine of 
the Imperial and royal children. 

Of the numerous interesting stories 
told of the great shipowner one is 
associated with this historic trip. 
When the Danish royalties heard that 
the Poet Laureate was on board they 
requested that he might be asked to | 
read one of his poems to them. | 

After a long search Sir Donald 
found Tennyson in an obscure corner 
smoking a stumpy clay pips. At first | 
he declined to comply with the re- | 
quest of the royal visitors, but finally | 
consented. Before going on deck he 
handed his clay pine to Sir Doneld 
with the jocular remark, ‘Keen this. 
it will be precious one day.” It did, | 
indeed, become precious, for it has | 
since been one of Sir Donald’s most | 
cherished possessions.

Now we are 
to have two lessons from his epistle. 
There ure no contradictions in the 
Scriptures, for the one Holy Spirit 
wrote the whole book, and He cannot 
contradict Himself, 1f the writers (the 
human agencies) seem not quite to 
ugree, it is because they are talking of 
different aspects of the same tople. 
Paul and Peter and James and John 
fare in perfect accord on salvation by 
faith alone, then good works or a con- 
sistent life as the evidence of faith be- 
fore men and then the glory and the 
reward according to our works. In 
James, outside the lesson for today, see 
the new birth by the word of God, as 
plainly as Peter or John put it, in 
chapter i, 18. See the kingdom and 
the coming of Christ in chapters fi, 5; 
v, 7,8. But the burden of Jaines’ letter 
is the second uspect of salvation, the 


bearing and the doing to the glory of 
God because we are saved. 


The first verse in our lesson asks 
what benefit can there be in a faith 
that is a mere “say so” or word of 
mouth. See how strong John is on 
that point: “He that saith 1 know 
Him and keepeth not His command- 
ments isa liar.”

to Abraham because he believed. ‘This 
statement is tirst found in Gen, xv, 6, 
and is repeated three times in the New 
Testament—Rom, iv, 8; Gal, ili, 6, avd 
here—the Holy Spirit by this fourfold 
repetition emphasizing it most strong- 
ly, The phrase used of Abraham only, 
“friend of God,” Is found in two other 
places—IL Chron, xx, 7; Isa, xli, S— 
but see for our own benetit In this con- 
nection John xv, 14, 15.

INCE the condition of the soll 


has so much to do with the 

readiness with which the plants 

can get food from it one of the 
most important problems that confront 
the farmer is the proper preparation of 
the ground. The first work of prepara- 
tion usually consists of plowing. Plow- 
ing the ground pulverizes it to some 
extent and buries the weeds and trash 
that may be on the surface, 

Plowing should not be done when the 
soll is too wet, or the first of these 
objects will not be accomplished.  In- 
stead of being pulverized, the slice 
turned up by the plow will be packed 
together more firmly than ever aud 
will oake int6 a hard clod, The tur- 
tow slice will also turn up cloddy if 
the soil is too dry, 

A good way to tell when a fieid is in 
proper condition to be plowed, is to 
squeeze a ball of the dirt in your hand. 
If it sticks together in a pasty mass 
you had better let it dry a few days 
longer, If it hangs loosely together in 
a mealy ball the plow can be set to 
work at once, Such soil will fall over 
the edge of the moldboard in loose, 
crumbly masses, The field will not he 
ridged like a washboard, as too many 
fields are, bit will aptly demonstrate 
the truth of the old saying that “a 
field well plowed is half harrowed.” 

In order to do a neat job of plowing 
a colter and a weed hook are necessa-

ry attachments. By using them all the 
trash can be turned under completely. 
This not only hastens tue decay of 
such matter, but also adds greatly to 
the looks of the field, Too many farm- 


ers do not pay enough attention to 
looks, A ragged looking field may 


raise just as large a crop as a smooth 
one, it is true, but the farmer who ts 
careless in his plowing is likely to be 
“areless in everything else, 

If the plowing is done in the fall ft 
does not matter so much whether it 
turns up cloddy or not. The bard 
freezes of winter are the best pulver- 
izers that ever tore a clod to pieces. 
This is one of the advantages of fall 
plowing. One ef the disadvantages is 
that in an open winter the soil is lia- 
ble to wash badly. This can be pre- 
vented to some extent, however, by 
planting a catch crop, sueh as oats or 
millet, on the field after plowing, 

The depth of plowing will vary with 
the conditions. A light, sandy soll 
does not need to be plowed as deeply 
as a heavier one If the ground ifs 
piowed the same depth every year the 
bottom of the furrow will become bard 
and the roots will have difficulty fu 
vetting through it readily. A goed plan 
is to begin at, say four inches, and 
plow one-half inch deener each year 
until a depth of seven or eight Inches 


is reached. Then go back to four 
inches and begin over again. In this 


way a little new soil is turned up 
every season and the layer of surface 
soil gradually deepened, 

Spring plowing should be shallower 
than that done in the fall. The soil is 
full of tiry pores, its structure being 
much the same as that of light bread, 
Af you will put one corner of a. slice 
of bread In a dish of water you will 
notice that it becomes wet for a con- 
siderable distance above the surface 
of the water. This is caused by the 
inoisture tlowing upward through the 
little holes in the bread. The force 
that cnuses water to rise in a small 
tube is called capillarity, It is this 
capillarity that makes the water rise 
from the subsoil up to the surface 
where the roots cua use it, The 
smaller the capillary tubes the, faster 
and higher the water will rise. 

When the ground is plowed these 
capillary tubes are broken up, and the 
rise of water is checked ‘To start: it 
again the soil must be allowed to settle 
for a long time or else be worked down 
with the disk, harrow or roller, In the 
fall the depth of plowing does not mat. 
ter, since the furrow slice will have all 
winter in which to settle But in the 
spring this capillarity must be restored 
almost at once or the surface layer 
Will become so dry that germination 
and later growth will be cheeked, 
Hence the importance of shallow plow: 
ing, so as to reduce the labor of disk- 
ing and harrowing. If the surface of 


the ground is crusted or if there is 
much trash to be turned under the 
field should be disked before it is 
plowed, This will provide for a layer 
of fine dirt in the bottom of the fur- 
row, which will pack down closely 


and help to restore capillarity,

come dry and baked. 

‘Che fall plowing will usually need to: 
be gone over with the disk to get it in 
shape for planting. The superior con- 
dition obtained’ by double disking— 
that is, letting the disk “lap half’—wi!! 
more than pay for the extra labor. 
There is an additional advantage in 
that the surface is left smooth, Disk- 
ing spring plowing is seldom neces- 
sary, 

In caseg where improper plowing has 
left a field cloddy the roller may often 
be used to advantage. A corrugated 
roller is better for this purpose than a 
smooth one, as it tends to crush, the 
clods rather than to simply push them 
down into the finer dirt. A hoie- 
mide “planker” or clod crusher will 
often answer the purpose as well as a 
roller, 

The voller packs the ground consid- 
erably and so quickens the capillary 
rise of water, If the surface is left 
smooth much of the moisture that 
comes up will be lost by, evaporation, 
and later in the season the crop will 
be likely to suffer from drought. To 
avoid this the roller should be follow- 


‘ed immediately by the harrow, 


This loosens a thin layer of surface 
soil, When the capillary water reach- 
es this loose layer its rise is checked, 
and comparatively little is lost by evap- 
oration, For this same reason it is 
often well to harrow fall plowing as 
soon as it is dry enough in the spring, 
especially if disking is not to be done 
until late. 

After the ground Is plowed and disk- 
ed the harrow must be used to com- 
plete the preparation for planting, 
There are many kinds of harrows, but 
none that are better than the ordinary 
spike tooth, These are made in alt 
styles and sizes, ‘The harrow is eco- 
nomical to use, since it gets over 
ground so rapidly. The best time to 
harrow in order to pulverize the soil is 
immediately after a light shower, The 
little clods will then be softened and 
will be easily knocked to pieces. To 
kill weeds, however, it is better to wait 
until the soil is a little drier, as bar- 
rowing a wet field will transplant the 
Weeds rather than destroy them. 

Do not be afraid to harrow too much. 
No work that you can put on a field 
pays better, No other implement will 
kill as many weeds in so short a time, 
and no other machine will tear clods tu 
pieces so rapidly. <A field well plowed

is an ideal seed bed. Seed planted in 
such a soil will start under the most 
favorable conditions, If the seed itself 
is strong and the after treatment whut 
it should be, a maximum crop may be 
expected, 

Not all fields need to be plowed be- 
fore the crop is put in, It is a general 
practice in the corn belt to sow small 
grain on stalk delds without any pre- 
vious preparation, Experiments have 
shown that small grain does not yield 


enough more on plowed corn’ stalic 
ground to pay the cost of plowing. 


Very frequently they do not yield as 
much, Where small grain follows 
smell grain, however, plowing is nec- 
essary to kill weeds and loosen the 
surface soil. It doves not need to be 
loosened as deeply as for corn, how- 
ever, since the small grain plants are 
hardier than corn and the roots are 
more jaggressive in pushing through a 
hard soil. 

While plowing stalk ground is un- 
necessary, it will usually be found 
profitable to disk the land before seed- 
ing. ‘This chops up the cornstalks 
and provides a mellow layer of soil 
for the seed to germinate in,

In some parts of the corn belt the 
practice of listing corn is followed 
This consists in throwing up a large 
furrow and planting the corn in the 
bottom of it. In this case there can 
be little previous preparation of the 
ground unless it is to go over it once 
with the disk. Corn is listed only om 
very light soils, which do net puddle 
or become cloddy easily, Such soils 
need less preparation than the beaview 
clays and lous,

And he it was who was 
worsted by young Dr. Tupper, who 
practically \hurled the Bluenoses into 
Confederation against their will. His 
old constituency wes Hants, and the 
father of the three Nelsons, who near- 
ly twenty years ago, took over the 
Rossin House, kept hotel at Shube- 
nacedie, the principal settlement of 
the riding. It wes Alexander Nelson’s 
duty as a boy to drive Joseph Howe 
ell over the large end partly unset- 
tled riding on his visit to his consti- 
tuents, of whom he was never neg- 
leetful,
